“Right ngw is the best time to
plant delphinium sced, for they like
the colder weather -for germinntion.
The seed must be fresh' in order
to insure good germination, which
should run about 90¢%" and rarely
runs under 60¢. Seed over a year
old wiil not germinate well, and it
is well to get the freshest seed
availuble,

“Ior seed planting in flats, use
1-3 sand, 1-3 leaf mould and 1-3
garden soil. It is not advisable to
use fertilizer in the flats, and ex-
clusively hone meal later on. Too
much fertilizer causes the plants
to ‘damp off’

“Seed is sown on top
ground and not in litte
After it s sown, press down
the hand and then barely
with a light sprinkling of soil. Cov
er this with leat moukd o sawdust
and (hen spread burlap over the
whole, watering through the burlap.
Watering  the seed  and  plants
should he done in the wmorning and
then not enough (o leave the water
standing on them, for delphiniums
die egsily from too much water,
Fen days to three weeks s usually
required for germination.  Trans-
plant to pots when the plants have
two true leaves and plant in the
garden in Rebruary.

The report of City Engineer Frank Leonard on the
cost of installing and maintenance of a municipally
owned water system for the City of Torrance will be
presénted to the City Council on October 29.

That certainlly is great news for all of us. It is
the first definite step that has been made toward solv-
ing the water problem of Torrance.. The City Engin-
eer's report will be an accurate estimate of the actual
cost of installing an all new water distributing system
tcgether with' the cost of.drilling wells and developing
water sources. An estimate of operating costs and
water rates will also be included in the report.

The next move will then be up to the City Council
to propose a bond issue to provide funds for the in-
stallation. If one can judge from the hundreds of re-
plies to the postcard questionnaire sent out by the
Chamber of Commerce, the bond issue will carry al-
most unanimously. ;

Out of 1230 postcards mailed, 569 have already been
returned, and ALL OF THEM with the exception of
two, expressed dissatisfaction with the present water
situation. The average ‘monthly water bill as shown

No Other Prppositions to Be
qumitted at Water Election

No other propositions will be submitted to the vot-
ers at the time the election Is called for approving
bonds for the installation of & new municipally owned
. water system for Torrance, according to Mayor John
Dentiis, chairman of the joint City Council and "Cham-
ber of Commerce committee.

“We have been approached’by a number of citi-
zens with requests that other propositions be present-
ed at the time the bond election for the water system
is called. While most of these other issues are meri-
torious and when the proper time comes no doubt will
be submitted to the people, we do not wish to confuse
the all-important water question with any othér prop-
ositions,” said the mayor. .

“The water question is. of such vital importance to
the growth of Torrance, that the committee feels it
should be presented to the people alone. City En-
giner Frank Leonard has been working day and night
in order to prepare a comprehensive and accurate esti-
mate of the cost of installation and maintenance of an
all new municipally owned water system and water
source, and within a very short time- the matter wili
be in shape to submit to the voters,” the mayor con-
tinued.

“The joint committee from the Council and the
Chamber of Commerce are not unmindful of the im-
portance -of some of these.other issues; such as the
Cabrillo avenue improvement, airplane field, and city
park, but I think everyone will agree that the water
question is of greater impportance than any of them,
and for this reason, we do not wish t imperil the sat-
istactory solution of the water question by any side
issues, how ever worthy they may be. These matters
will be taken up after the water question is settled,”
said Mayor Dennis.
